2. Claims 18, 20-22, 25-28, 3, 31, 41, 42, 45, 47, 51, and 52, which have been renumbered 
claims 1-16, respectively, are allowable over prior art references, including the EDS submitted on 
7/1 1/2005, because related references do not disclose comparing channel estimation methods by 
performing channel estimation by using a first method and a second method which is different 
from the first method, combining the signals output from each channel estimation with other 
signals (rake receiving) to generate two combined outputs, decoding the first and second 
combined outputs; and selecting one of the first and second decoded outputs based on errors of 
the decoded outputs.
